How Dime* Are Made. 


Too process of dime making la on interest- 


one. The aUvsr bullion la flnt melted and 
ren into two-pound ban. Theee in turn are 
run ttu-ough Imnnmno roller* and flattened 
out to the thlckneai of the coin. These rilver 
•trips are then passed through a machine 
*~hich cuts them into round discs of the ex- 
act dimensions of the <oin, ready for the 
presses, the strips first haying been treated 
•with a kind of tallow to prevent their being 
scratched In their passage through the cut- 
tors. The silver blanks are then put into the 
feeder of the stamping presses, and are fed 
to the die by automatic machinery stl tkf 
rate of 100 per minute—43,000 beir^htfwd 
out in. regular -working days of twelve hntfa> 


As the smooth blanks are pressed fcttVHS) 


the ponderous printing dies they recetiw (fet 
lettered and figured impression in a manner 
similar to that of paper pressed upon a form 
of type; at the same time the piece is ex- 
panded in a slight degree, by which the mill- 
ing is formed on its rim. The machine drops 
the completed coin into a receiver, and it is 
ready for the counter's hands. The instru- 
ment used by the counter is not a complicated 
machine by any means, as one might suppose. 
It is a simple copper colored tray, having 
raised edges running across the surface at a 
distance about the exact width of a dime. 


From the receiver the money is dumped on 


the board or tray, and as it is shaken rapidly 
by the counter the pieces settle down into the 
space between the ridges. All these spaces 
bain'; filled, the surplus coin is brushed back 
into the receiver, and the counter has exactly 
1,290 silver dimes, or $123, on the tray, which 
number it requires to fill the spaces. The 
tray is emptied into the boxes, and the money 
la then ready for shipment. The tUrne does 
not pass through the hands of the weigher, as 
does the coin of a larger denomination. One 
and one-half grains are allowed for variance 
or "tolerance" in all silver coin from $1 
down, and the deviation from the standard 
lit the case of the tea cent pieces is so trifling 
that the expense of weighing the coin of this 
denomination is dispensed -with.—Manufac- 
turer and Builder.

People Urine In the Bed of an Old I*ake 


In the Concilia Valley, Cat.—Their Chief 
Industry Is Gathering Salt—Carious Hab- 
its and Customs of the Indians. 
"Few divers core to descend more than 


eighty feet below the surface of the ocean, 
yet there are many persons on the Pacific 
>oast who think nothing of descending from 
300 to 800 feat below the surface level of the 
Pacific, and not only that, but live there." 


This statement one often hears in Califor- 


nia, especially in the southern portion, and 
t la somewhat puzzling to the "tenderfoot." 
;t contains, however, the elements of truth, 
is almost every one who comes into southern 
California through San Diego county passes 
>elow the ocean level. 


The Southern Pacific railroad engineers 


'ound, when building the road, that in East 
San Diego county there was a remarkable 
depression, evidently the dry bed of an an- 
cient lake. This is known as the San Felipe 
sink, and presents a singular appearance, 
calling to mind the famous Humboldt sink 
further north. The San Felipe sink has an- 
other name—the Concilia volley—so called 
from the fact that its surface b covered with 
shells, showing conclusively that it has been 
the bed of a lake that at least had a dense 
molluscau population some time in the past, 
but how long ago it would be difficult to say. 


THE CAUFORNIA CUBIOSITT. 


The spot was first noticed by Surgeon Wid- 


ney, of the United States army, many years 


o. He observed the shore line and came to 
o conclusion that in the distant past a large 


Sody of Water stood there. When ths sur- 
veyors ran their lines across the depression 
;hey found that it was one of the mfst re- 
markable places on the continent—a cavity 
near what is now the tow a of Sal ton 2CS feet 
jelow the surface of the Pacific. 


This sink, or old lade bed, is 130 miles long 


>y SO miles wide, and the point of greatest 
depth is 860 feet below the ocean level. The 
region is one of great interest. In the sum- 
mer it is so hot that the thermometers, ac- 
cording to a native, are made on a telescopic 
>lau, and 105 degs. is normal in the shade. 
Jtill, sunstroke is never known in the sink, 
owing, probably, to the low relative hu- 
midity. 


In wandering through this remarkable place 
here are many things to attract the attention. 
)n its northern side are some fine date palms 
ihat have been growing here for ages, at least 
>eyond the memory of the oldest inhabitant. 
They range from sixty to eighty feet in 
leig&t, and present a grand and picturesque 
ippearance against the mountains. The trees 
>ear dates of commercial value, the bunches 
weighing from 75 to 125 pounds. The trees 
can bo seen by the passengers on the train as 
t passes the town of Indio, and one wonders 
low long they have watched over the dismal 
shores, and if the lake was a lake in reality in 
.heir day. 


That the lake was salt is shown by the 


enormous deposits of this mineral. It is es- 
jeclally noticeable at the town of Salton, 
where for many miles the pedestrian travels 
on a perfect crust of salt, ranging from a few 
inches to several feet in thickness. 


The principal business followed here is the 


collection of salt. A number of large mills 
collect and grind it, and several tons are 
shipped every week to various parts of the 
country. In some parts of the sink artesian 
wells have been developed, and what was 
once a desert is now rich in greens, and vari- 
ous tropical and semi-tropical fruits aud 
flowers are raised. The tourist should stop 
at the town of Indio and make this the central 
point from which investigations can be made, 
rnd he will be well repaid. 


THE INDIAN INHABITANTS. 


The native inhabitants of this curious re- 


gion ore a tribe of about 400 Cobuilla Indians, 
who have apparently strayed out here from 
the Cohuilla valley. Those examined by the 
writer near the valley were as a rule a worth- 
.oss set, with little or no ambition beyond ob- 
loining their living from the government, 
and no little sympathy has been wasted upon 
them, though it is true that they have been 
cheated and had lands stolen from them. Dr. 
Stephen Bowers, in an interesting paper read 
before the Ventura County Natural Histori- 
cal society, gives some new ideas regarding 
them. He considers them lineal descendants 
of the old Aztecs. Their religion includes 
sun and fire worship at the present day, and 
they believe in the transmigration, of souls. 
Many of their ideas resemble those of the 
Buddhists. Thus, while the latter believe 
that the soul of a friend enters into the ele- 
phant perhaps, the Cohuilla believes that the 
coyote that prowls around may perhaps be 
all that is left of some of his people. The 
dead are cremated. This bond makes and 
uses the stone mortars so common through- 
out the country for grinding the mesquite 
Dean and coffee, when they happen to have it. 


The great Humboldt sink, in Nevada, is a 


good example of these depressions, and a 
nore desolate, dreary region it is difficult to 
magine. Sommes must have obtained his 
original idea of the ho!o here, as from a dis- 
;ance otie appears approaching a vast hole in 
the earth. 
Tho country lias a weird appear- 


ance, and one can well imagine almost any- 
thing. Thei 3 is something uncanny about the 
place, as a r iver runs into it and disappears, 
to the Indians think—in short, sinks, and 
;hat is the e ad of it. Where it goes they do 
not core or i.Inuk, but it Sows into this region 
and stops, tind of course there is something 
very mysterious about it. 


The Indians will tell you that the sink has 


no bottom, and it is true enough that the 
actual bottom bos not been discovered. A 
vast deposit of mud, the accumulation of 
centuries, lies here, and will probably in time 
fill up the sink, so that water will not stand 
there. In riding along the foothill country 
of the Sierra Madras, about twenty miles 
west of San Bernardino county, one sees a 
curious sink or depression just below and to 
the west of Riverside. The Southern Pacific 
railroad runs along its bed, and from far 
away looks like some uncanny monster, 
breathing fire and smoke from its nostrils, 
creeping along in a Slough of Despond.—Cor. 
New York Tunes. 


Only an Australian Maiden.

AlU's Ablest Soldier. 


Nearly forty years ago in South Hunting- 


ton township, Westmoreland county, lived 
John Hintoo. He was an orphan boy, rod* 
and uneducated, and had Wandered there 
from the neighborhood of Masontown, Fay- 
ette county. With no known raj/ttires, he 
was kicked from one family to another till 
manhood, enlisting then in the war. At 
its close he helped to escort the Cherc- 
kees beyond tha Mississippi. From In- 
dian territory be went to New Orleans and 
shipped as a common sailor on a vessel bound 
for the East Indies. At the Bay of Madras, 
on the western shores of the Bay of Bengal, 
he deserted and enlisted in a British regi- 
ment. He served many years, and during 
the memorable Sepoy rebellion was noted for 
his daring bravery. At his discharge he was 
presented with a gold medal by tho governor 
ceneral himself. 


He is next heard of traveling in a caravan 


from Delhi westward across the Indus river, 
through Afghanistan and Persia, to Turkey 
and back. In time from trading he became 
immensely wealthy and was the owner of five 
caravans, containing 13,000 horses and Cornell! 
and fifty elephants. In 1873 he visited Cabul, 
the capital of Afghanistan, for copper, grea* 
quantities of which are there mined and 
smelted. His magnificent retinue attracted 
the attention of the ameer aud he was invited 
to an audience, an honor never before re- 
ceived by a Christian. A present of 100 ol1 
his best horses and a three-tusked olophant 
made the ameer his eternal friend, When 
yearly it was followed by similar presents, 
besides camels and merchandise, John Hinton 
gained the monopoly of trade from the sum- 
mit of the Hindoo Koosh mountains to the 
confines of the Belloochistan, and in real 
power is second only to the ameer himself. 


About 1880 he was made military com- 


mander of the district of Herat, and in 1SSO 
suppressed a local rebellion to the great satis- 
faction of his sovereign. Trained in the arts 
of war among the savages of North America 
and among the superstitious natives of India, 
where he became thoroughly familiar with 
British soldiers and their resources, together 
with his years of service as the idolized com- 
mander of the Mohammedan tribes to tens of 
thousands half-civilized men, he is today the 
ablest soldier in Asia.—Somerset County (Pa.) 
Democrat 


Tanning an Elephant's Hide. 


It weighed about 1,200 pounds and was 


about an inch and a third thick. After be- 
ing put in a reservoir of pure water to green 
it, it was beaten for one hour every day with 
an iron on a large anvil. After being ten 
days in pure water it was left for another 
ten days in water with about 4 per cent, of 
salt Then it was replaced in pure water 
again for twenty days. During those forty 
days it was constantly in soak. 


The head and feet, weighing about 300 


pounds, were then removed and the skin 
huag on spikes in the drying room. After 
hanging one day it was put in a vat contain- 
ing potash and a small quantity of sulphur of 
sodium in the following proportions: Water, 
1,000 parts; slacked lime, 25 parts; potash, 3 
ports; sulphur of sodium, 2 parts. After be- 
ing two days in this bath it waa rinsed in 
pure water of a temperature of 30 deg., when 
it was Again placed in the drying room. 
Alter this double operation was repeated 
three times the skin was ready to hare the 
hair taken off. This operation occupied about 
one day's tune and gave about seventy-five 
pounds of hair. Another day was spent in 
cleaning and scraping. By this time it lost 
SO per cent, of its weight The operation of 
its preparation lasted two months and it went 
through the same course as cowhide, with the 
difference that each phase of the work took 
three times as much time. The skin should 
be stretched in the pit and placed in the mid- 
dle of cowhides. Six layers ot powder are 
then thrown in; two first, two second, and 
two third layers. Altogether the tanning 
takes three years. The partition of time is 
thus: Becoming green, 40 days; worked, 16 
days; preparation, 50; repetition, 60 days; 
first pit (double), SOOdays; second pit (double), 
800 days; third pit (double), 400 days.—St 
James Gazette. 


Largo Shipment of Birds. 


Hi. Emile Scheuerman shipped at one time 


nearly 8,000 birds of several different varie- 
ties to New York, from which place they 
will be exported to Europe. The shipment 
yesterday comprised sea pigeons and several 
varieties of terns, varying in size, the largest 
being about the size of a common pigeon and 
the smallest about as large as a martin. The 
prevailing colors of these birds are white 
and pearl in light and dark shades, the points 
of the wings and tails being tipped with 
black. These birds ore killed on Sand and 
Pottibois islands, where they are partly pre- 
pared by seven girls employed by Mr. Scheuer- 
man. 
They are then shipped to this city 


and the finishing touches are put on accord- 
ing to the most approved methods known to 
the taxidermists, by Mr. Scheuerman and 
his assistant, Mrs. Nannie Campbell. 


The birds are prepared whole, retaining all 


the beauty of the plumage. These birds ore 
for use in the milliner's art, being used to 
adorn the hats and bonnets of fashionable 
ladies. Some are dyed, while other sore used 
in their natural plumage. 


In response to questions, Mr. Scheuerman 


said he had been engaged in this business for 
nearly two years, with much success. There 
are only two other persons engaged in the 
business in the south, one having headquar- 
ters at Now Orleans and tho other at Charles- 
ton. Ho learned taxidermy from a gentle- 
man who had formerly been connected with 
the Smithsonian Institute. Tho business of 
mounting birds for sale was not a success. 
He had mounted a great many, but there is 
no sole for them. Since the 1st of June he 
has shipped 10,000 birds to New York, and 
there is a good demand for them.—Mobile 
Register. 


Tho American Climate. 


At the opening of the British association's 


geographical section President de Winton 
pointed out that "the effect •ot climate upon 
race is somewhat remarkably illustrated by 
the physique and nerve power of the present 
race of Americans." Two centuries ago they 
were the same race as the English, but now 
the contrast is marked. Our climate, ac- 
cording to the eminent geographer, bos given 
Americans "an individual stamp," and has 
made a perceptible difference in the outward 
semblance even in this short space of time. 
This interesting note of the pronounced ef- 
fect of climate on race deserved more prac 
tical elaboration than Col de Winton hod 
time to give it 
Great Britain has an insular 


climate with a low barometer, -which is re- 
laxing to the human frame. It has been 
well said that in a heavy atmosphere the ele- 
phant would become a comparatively active 
animal, while in rarefied air he would become 
dull aad heavy. In America atmospheric 
pressure averages higher than in England. 
The climate is continental, with more of ex- 
hilarating sunlight and more of the element 
of cold, which, within certain limits, is ad- 
judged by all physiologists to be a powerful 
tonic and a therapeutic agent of much value. 
In fact, the chief characteristio of our cli- 
mate is the excess of its nerve stimulating 
properties, which in the colder parts of the 
country tends to exhaust overworked, ill fed, 
ill clad and anaemic people. But, on the 
whole, the Anglo-Saxon race has not suffered 
by the transfer from an insular to a conti- 
nental climate.—New York Herald. 


Metal Working; of the Chine**. 


The metal smith's trade Is very powerful 


ind influential in China, wrought m«tal bo- 
ng a favorite decoration for houses, altars 
n churches, town halls, assembly rooms and 
msiness placet of the more wealthy firms. 
[he metals used are bras*, white bronze, 
which closely resembles Britannia metal, 
jold bronze, ordinary bronze and silver. The 
work of the Chinese metal smith is greatly 
superior to that of our own in variety, orig- 
inality of design, and in artistic finish. The 
smiths turn out bowls, vases, urns, pitchers, 
ewers, basins, cup standards, pipes and other 
smoking utensils, salvers, lamps, candelabra, 
anterns, bedsteads, chairs, tables, church 
'uriuture and numerous other articles, all of 
substantial workmanship and standard ma- 
;erial. 


The metal smith makes good wages, and 


ios a good social position in China, but the 
.ndustry is not a healthy one, the Chinese not 
understanding tho physiological action of the 
metallic oxides on the system, and not know- 
jig how to prevent or remedy the injuries 
they suffer. The Chinese system of casting is 
very similar to ours, but in cleaning and pol- 
ishing they vise no chemical agents, reiving 
almost entirely on manual labor, and the use 
ot lathes fitted up with polishing brushes. 
They understand oxidization, and produce 
malachite and azure effects and the like very 
effectively. They secure these, not by the 
direct action of acids and acid vapor baths, 
but by burying the objects to be treated in 
various kinds of decomposing organic mat- 
ter. This is, of course, a slow and expensive 
process. In one respect the work of the Chi- 
nese smith is peculiar. 


The soldiers in many ports ot the Chinese 


empire still wear fine mail armor, helmets, 
breast plates and shields, and the same ar- 
ticles are worn by the participants in civio 
processions and official pageants. As a con- 
sequence such armor is still made, and the 
armorer occupies in China about the same 
position that he did in Europe in mediiBval 
times. A suit of brass armor worn by 
one of the Black Flag leaders in the Ton- 
kin war is said to have successfully resisted 
bullets, and to have broken a bayonet thrust 
delivered by a powerful French marine,— 
Mechanical Progress,

tie was shut in for the night he often gave his 
mind to a constant succession of pranks. He 
scraped the beads off our dress trimmings 
with his comb like teeth, and ho slapped or 
pulled books or work out of our bauds, and 
especially liked to frolio in one's-lap, lying 
en cis back, kicking with all fours, pretend- 
Ing to bite, and eren turning somersaults or 
Indulging in the most peculiar little leaps. In 
the latter he flung out his arms, dropped his 
bead on one side in a bewitching way, turned 
half around in the air and came down in the 
Bpot he started from, the whole performance 
so sudden, apparently so involuntary, and bis 
face so grave all the time, it seemed as if a 
spring had gone off inside with which his 
will had nothing to do.

\VOKK OF THE SII/VER CONTENTION. 


The Sacramento Bee remarks: 
H tlio Silver Convention shall result i 


directing public attention to the important 
subject that it considered, its labors will 
have accomplished a direct good. It is 
impossible that the subject can bo long 
considered by th» people without compell- 
ing Congress to supply a remedy for the 
existing condition of financial affairs. 
It 


is Dot necessary to accept Tom Fitch's elo- 
quent but wild and gloomy presentation of 
the contest between Wall street and the 
balance of the country in order to appre- 
ciate the necessity (or a return to legisla- 
tion for the benefit of the people. While 
new land is coming ander cultivation, new 
factories building, and production actually 
exceeding consumption, the people are 
less able to boy, because gold, the solitary 
standard of our currency, is too valuable 
ander the contraction scheme. It makes 
no difference to the toiler that a gold dollar 
will buy twice as much as it nsed to if he 
has to work twice as long to earn the dol- 
lar. Yet that is the tendency of the con- 
traction policy. The demonetization of 
silver and the tapid retirement of national 
bank notes has cramped the fiaauoesot 
Hie country. The people are compara- 
tively moneyless, for the capitalists have 
hoarded the gold, and the people's money 
has been retired from circulation. 


Congress will not, however, hoed the 


voice of the Silver Convention. 
It would 


be too much to espect that the men who 
huve grudgingly consented to the coinage 
of $2,000,000 m silver per month will sud- 
denly agree that the mints shall be opened 
for the freo coinage of the gray metal. Nor 
is it hkely that Congress will command 
the Secretary of the Treasury to issue Gov- 
ernment certificates based upon gold and 
silver in the Treasury taolts. 
It is feared 


that the Silver Convention demanded too 
much—not that the demands were not 
just, bat because of the improbability that 
they can be secured. 


Fitch was a long way off in his figares.

100,000 in the United States. It his been 
shown that the annual not income of those 
lOO.OOOJexoeeds by some $200,000,000 the 
savmgs of the 17,000,000 toilers of the 
country. 
The question has been ashed, 


"How long will it take the millionaires to 
acquire a.11 the wealth of the nation at that 
rate?" The answer will be easier when 
the creation of wealth by the opening of 
new territory for settlement censes. 


The Convention has done its part fairly 


well. Now we shall sea what Congress 
will do. 


The Omaha Bee snya the Action ol the 


St. Lonis Convention is likely to have an 
important influence upon Congress. 
So 


far as the administration is concerned, it 
tentinaes to be reported from AVashington 
that the President and Secretary of the 
Treasury will take a liberal attitude re- 
garding silver. It is still said that the 
Secretary is favorably disposed to a policy 
of issuing certificates of deposits of bullion 
as a compromise between the advocates of 
an increased coinage and the outspoken 
opponents of coinage, but there is doubt 
M to whether the President can be in- 
duced to favor this plan. 
Senator Allison 


has been quoted as predicting that a free 
coinage bill will pass the Senate, and there 
is reason to believe that such a measure 
will have large support in the House. 
When the lecommendations of the Admin- 
istration are known a safer judgment can 
be formed as to what Congress may do, 
but the probability is that present legisla- 
tion will not go farther than to direct the 
Secretary of the Treasury to coin silver to 
the maximum amount allowed by the pres- 
ent law, tout million dollars a month. 


ALKALI LANDS. 


A bulletin issued by Professor E. W. 


Hillgard from the Agricultural Experiment 
Station at the University of California gives 
gome valuable directions for the treatment 
of "alkali lands." 
Professor Hillgard 


points out that the alkali, GO called, is an 
evidence of the peculiar richness of the 
soils in plant foods. The Baits of potash 
and soda which make up the alkali of Cali- 
fornia are the products of the "weathering 
away" of the soil. But in most soils the 
soda salts are leached out by the rains and 
are carried by the rivers to the sea. Tn the 
San Joaqain and other.'parts of the State, 
says the Examiner, the rainfall is small and 
the drainage bad. The salts ore not car- 
ried off as fast as they are produced, The 
soil is nevar leached out and the salts ac- 
cumulate from year to year. The evaporation 
of the moisture from the ground leaves the 
salts held in solution as a deposit on the 
surface, causing the "rise of the alkali" on 
the lands during the dry season. 


The remedy, as the University bulletin 


points out, follows from the cause. 
It is 


to bo found by washing out the soils by ir- 
rigation and draining the water away from 
beneath into tha rivers and to the sea- 


How this is to bo done is in most cases a 


question for local discussion. The object 
cannot be accomplished by merely putting 
water on the noil. Such an expedient has 
naturally failed, unless at the same time it 
is drained off fiom beneath. Otherwise 
the alkali has remained in the soil and has 
reappeared as n surface deposit, with the 
evaporation of the water that held in solu- 
tion. If the water is taken off by under- 
drainage, however, it is possible to leach 
out soili so that the alkali will not reuppear 
for ages. 


la many of the alkali districts of this 


State and in most of the alkali districts of 
California an effective system of nnder- 
drainage is beyond the means of individu- 
als. To reclaim the lands co-operation 
will be necessary, The mannsr in which 
California is solving the irrigation problem 
suggests the method to be pursued in re- 
claiming alkali lands. Drainage districts 
may prove as effective as irrigation dis- 
tricts when once the true value of the al- 
kali lands is seen. 


The excellence of these soils so long 


thought worthless and given over to deso- 
lation is becoming appreciated little by 
little. Where water haa been brought to 
them and accident or intelligent design baa 
given an vmder-drainagathat has carried off 
the soda salts their fertility has been won- 
derful. 
The immigrants who toiled across 


the alkali plains of Nevada and cursed them 
as the regions ol despair would be amazed 
at the sight of the crops grown where water 
has been brought to the desert. 
The 


day when n large part of these rich lands 
will be made productive is sure to come, 
and the men who have the intelligence and 
the enterprise to carry out the work will 
reap the first re ward of it.

We are pleased to learn that at last Cali- 


fornia is liable, in the near future, to be 
provided with a competitive line of rail- 
road, yet we are somewhat disappointed in 
having it go to far southward from us. 
We have, for two or three years past, con- 
fidently believed that Lasses 
county 


would have an overland route across it be 
fore 1892, but we now fear that the time 
may be later—yet we still firmly believe 
the year is not far distant when our com- 
munity will be blessed with such facilities. 
The configuration of the country is such 
that a standaed gnage is sure to be built 
from the Oregon Short Line, near Boise 
Guy, Idaho, into the northerly portion of 
the Sacramento valley, down Pit river 
through Big Valley to Redding, or across 
Madeline Vlams above Eagle lake, and 
about twenty miles northwesterly from 
Sasanville, and on over the Sierras, either 
down Deer Creek to Ohico or the north 
fork of Feather river to Oroville. Such a 
road, we say, is sure, sooner or later, to be 
built, aod when it is our assessment roll 
will run rapidly up to the ten million dollar 
mark. It is not teu years ago that land 
around Reno could be bought for $10 an 
acre that is to-day worth seventy five dol- 
lars, and what has caused it? Nature pro- 
vided that locality with no better soil, cli- 
mitc, or timber, than is to be found in 
Lassen county. We do not think any one 
will claim the Comstock mines are to be 
credited -with the growth of Reno, especially 
in the past dozen years. There is no de- 
nying that the railroad is chiefly the cause 
of it. The situation of Reno, at the base 
af the big rango of mountains, makes it a 
natural center for traffic and travel to and 
fro.

Government, seeking its overthrow; that 
the oath administered to it" members in 
the Endowment House binds them, ander 
penalty of death, to Implicit obedience to 
the priesthood in all things, temporal as 
well as spiritual, and to avenge the death 
of the prophets, Joseph and 
Hiram 


Smith, upon the Government and people 
of the United States. 


The decision says the evidenca establishes 


beyond any reasonable doubt that the en- 
dowment ceremonies are inconsistent with 
the oath of citizenship, and the application 
of John Moore and Walter Edgar, is accord- 
ingly denied. As to the admission of the 
other applicants, on the ground they be- 
longed to the Mormon Church only, the 
Judge says can be no question that the 
Church exercises the right to control its 
members in temporal as in spiritual affairs, 
and the evidence also showij blood atone- 
ment as one of the doctrines of the Church. 
This ^evidence, the court holds, dosa not 
sustain the claim of counsel that the feel- 
ings of the Mormon people toward tho Gov- 
ernment have undergone any] change and 
that in latter years the feeling of hostility 
has disappeared or become greatly modi- 
fied. The evidence shows the Church has, 
in a most determined munner, opposed the 
enforcement of the ",wa of the United 
States against polygasny, 


The Judge concludes by saying it has 


always been the policy of this Government 
to encourage aliens who came in good 
faith to reside in this country to become 
citizens, but when a man of foreign birth 
comes her* and joins an organization 
which requires of him allegiance para- 
mount to his allegiance to the Government 
it is time for the Courts to inquire whether 
such a man should be admitted (o citizen- 
ship. 
The evidence in this case shows 


unquestionably that the teachings, prac- 
tices and purposes of the Mormon Church 
are antagonistic to the Government of tho 
United States, and that its members are 
animated by a feeliag of hostility to the 
Government and its laws. Therefore an 
alien who is a member of said Church is 
not fit to be a citizen of the United States.

SAN FBANOISCO, Nov. 30.—The Supreme 


Court to-day reversed the decision of the 
Superior Court in tbe Jessnp ease. Geis- 
born P. Jessup died three years ago, leav- 
ing an estate valued at $100,000, which he 
bequeathed to a brother and two sisters. 
Richard P. Jessnp filed a petition claiming 
to be tbe illegitimate son of tbe deceased, 
and after a trial which attracted consider- 
able attentioo the Superior Coatt decided 
the oate in his favor and ordered that tbe 
entire estate be given to the young man. 
The Supreme Court afterwards affirmed 
this decision, two of the Justices dissent- 
ing. A rehearing of the case was subse- 
quently granted, and the decision on the 
rehearing was given to-day.

P. Jesaup as bis son or treated him as if 
he were a legitimate child.

Closing Exercises of the 


Teachers' Institute. 


The Virginia Enterprise gives the an- 


nexed account of the closing exorcises Fri- 
day afternoon: 


The school room waa foil when the after- 


noon session bagen with a lesson on vocal 
music by Mrs. R. C. Storey, Gold Hill, in 
which she introduced work by the olfess. 


Miss Tapper then conducted exercises by 


the third-year normal class of the State 
University. She gave the coarse of stud; 
in addition to the academic coarse It was 
explained that each yotuig lady was to give 
simply what she had girtn before io school. 
Nothing was especially,' prepared and the 
programme only showed the daily work. 
This programme was one of the most in- 
teresting features of the institute. 


The several members of the class illus- 


trated the method of teaching various 
branches, and a number of features of the 
present system are carious to those who 
went to school before the war. 
It was al- 


most a pity that Major Boffaker was not 
there to bear the character sketch of lutle 
Paul Dorabey. 
Dickens' description of 


the mental jamming at the school to which 
Paul was sent would have given him a 
chance to smile triumphantly at the advo- 
cate* of hot-bed education. 
It id under- 


stood that he will speak this afternoon 
and tell bis side of tie qnee'.ioD, and he 
might read a page from "DombeyaadSon" 
as an appropriate introduction. 


Methods of teaching reading were very 


ably illustrated by Miss Mattie Snow, who 
put the class through a variety of exercises, 
the most striking of which waa the whis- 
per. 


There was a time when whispetiog in 


school was a punishable offense. Now it 
is actually taught as a means of acquiring a 
correct pronunciation of the consonant 
sounds. Of course the whisper must be 
whispered at the proper time and under 
direction of the teacher, but it is hard for 
old people to realize that the world bat 
wagged into a plane of education where 
what was once tha typical shoo! hoiue mis- 
demeanor \s now actually taught. If Ed- 
ward Bellamy had written "Looking Back- 
ward" 30 years ago, and had included a 
inscription of this feature of education in 
i -t year 2000, its startling improbability 
would have spread distrust over his whole 
theory and there would have been no Na- 
tionalist party started. 


The calisthenics were very interesting, 


and the class of young ladies made 8 very 
graceful appearance. 
The story by signs 


was very attractively told by the eloquent 
gestures of the class. It was admitted, 
iowever, by maoy as yet unaccustomed to 
langnnga without words that they at first 
thought the girls saw a strange woman with 
a new-fangled bonnet. Finding from sob- 
sequent gestures that this was an error 
they were unable to catch np the thread of 
he tale in time to fully appreciate its in- 
terest, but they saw that it ended well, and 
eujoyed it greatly, even if they oonld not 
repeat it to their friends. 


The entire programme ol the normal 


class was full of interest, not to teachers 
only, bat to all who measure the progress 
of the world by the progress in educational 
methods. It might be proper to observe in 
passing that the State University ia mak. 
ng some very good teachers for the child- 
ren of Nevada, and if it did nothing else 
could not be considered a useless property, 


The normal class was followed by an in- 


strumental Solo by Miss Era Quaiffe. of the 
School for Girla. Miss Qaaiffe is one of the 
most accomplished musicians in the State, 


her performance was thoroughly an- 


oyed by thosa who appreciate the perfeo- 
ion of art. 


Prof. Devo!, of th« State University, rend 


a paper on the origin and benefits of ogri- 
nltural stations, and dwelt at length upon 
he advantages that the world derives from 
a scientific knowledge of farming. This 
aost important branch of education is con- 
ducted in connection with the University- 
he Agricultural Station having been lo- 
cated there—and Mr. Devol brought into 
clear view the advantages to the State that 
will accrue in time from an application of 
science to the tillage of our land. Ha is 
evidently fully impressed with the vast im- 
)ortance of the science that teaches how to 
make two b'ades of grass grow where bnt 
>ne grew before, and made excellent use of 
he ample field of reminiscence and discus- 
sion that his subject affords. 


There are many yet living who can re- 


number when the scientific farmer was an 
object of derision to the hard-handed old 
o iars who put in their crops by thb light 
of tha moon, and who pointed to the pecu- 
niary losses of the advance guard of exact 
methods of agriculture as justification for 
heir ridicule. 
That day has, happily for 


he hungry people ot the world, long since 
>assed. Tha pioneers in the experiment 
sowed their seed on a soil in which it firmly 
germinated, and though a few through in- 
exact knowledge sometimes made unprofit- 
able experiments their money was like 


read cast upon the waters; and farming, 
with a knowledge of (he reason why, is 
now recognized as the art of arts practical. 
Tt might seem to oar young people that the 
miner's drill is a more effective implement 
as a money maker than the grain drill, but 
tbey will learn that the miner who digs for 
gold depends for his living upon the farmer 
who digs for potatoes. 


DAM BUILDING UP NORTH. 


The Water Supply Question Being 


Solved by Oar Northern Neighbor*. 
The SasanfiMe Mail, in its last isine, 


gives tha following news regarding the 
good work being done by land owners in 
Lassen county, Cal.: 


The leading question here ia, where aba'l 


we get water for irrigating purposes? The 
moat feasible mode appears to be the build- 
ing of storage reservoirs to store the sur- 
plus waste water daring the wet season. 
Adopting this Eolation as the proper way, 
almost ever; land owner in Lassen county 
has either located or are interested in the 
location of reservoir sites, of which there 
are hundreds of admirable ones, and are 
vie ng with each other in erecting the 
strongest works, and building the largest 
dams. A number of Urge resarroirs 
have been completed and many are now in 
tbe coarse of construction. Of the latter 
class is the one being built across Ball's 
canyon, by E. R. Dodga & Co. 


A Mail representative happened to be in 


Itat vicinity one day last week, and was 
surprised to see the extensive work at tbat 
place 
The dam is beiog built across ths 


oanycn at a point where it narrow* to 
about three hundred feet. Tie clam vben 
completed will be about forty feet high. 
Mr. Hanson, who ia superintending tbe 
construction of the dam, nays that it will 
be finished before Spring; to matter what 
the weather may be, the work will be con- 
tinued. Tbe work is now wore than ha'f 
completed. 


Some might ask where will the water 


come from to fill such a large basin. Ball's 
canyon carries away all the surplus water 
from Secret valley, and till the vtst water- 
shed surrounding makes it practically one 
of the best sources of water supply that we 
know of, and we have heard it said re- 
peatedly that it frequently carries sufficient 
water to fill each a reservoir in twenty-four 
hours, so there will be no trouble from 
tbat sonrce. 


The large storage reservoir at McCoy 


Flat, built by lintchmson & Leavitt, is 
completed. It is 650 feet in length, 18 
fett high ana 50 faet in width at the base. 
It has a heavy rock wall ten feet in width J 
on the lower tide and a portion of the! 
upper side ia faced with rock. There are 
two 22-inch pipes, 60 feet long, passing 
through the dam to tap tbe reservoir. De 
Arnold, who put in the gates, bad to »ai 
several days because of the water raising so 
rapidly. After tbe gates wtre in tbe water 
raised several feet above them in cne day 
In building this dam the IOJBB rock was IB- 
moved from tbe bottom across tfcestre.ua a 
width of ten feet, coming to solid clay 
From this a clay puddle wall was built up 
in tha center of the dam. The dam lits 
between rocky bunks and WBB built with a 
broad base BO tbat it may be ruistd ten 
feet in the future. 
It retains the wat-r in 


large natural basin <f irrtgnlar form 


covering more than 1,500 acres. The out- 
let for surplus water, after filling the res- 
ervoir, is at a natnrul depression in the 
surrounding ridge. Il is believed by tbe 
men who erected this dam tbat it ia com- 
pute in every particular and absolutely 
safe. 
This dam is on Susan river, just be 


low where Bridge creek tmptioi into it. It 
is twenty miles west of Sueanviile with a 
vast mountainous 
timbered 
wa'ershed 


abo\e it 
Water from this reservoir will 


flow down the natural channel of Susan 
river to the valley and be taken out in irri- 
gating canals. These resorvoits are being 
built to retain the surplus waste water for 
irrigating purposes during the dry feison.
